The Texas Gulf plant uses little 
electricity but much steam, in 
turbines and otherwise. Steam is 
made from water of the heavily 
silted Big Horn river, after clari- 
fication and softening. 

Potential volume of sulfur that 
can be extracted here is huge. The 
eventual amount will depend on 
the rate at which the oil wells 
are depleted. Ralph H. Espach, 
Federal Bureau of Mines official 
from Laramie, Wyo., who ad- 
dressed Interagency here, has 
estimated that known sour gas re-

One Other Plant.

Elk Basin, but its capacity is only 
80 tons and its was turning out 
only half that much last autumn. 

“Sulfur in the Missouri ba- 
sin,’ Espach told Interagency, 
“could be cause for establish- 
ment of other industries requir- 
ing sulfuric acid in their proc- 
esses. The phosphate rock of 
Wyoming and Montana, the chro-

'CHILDREN FOUND 
TO SHOW TALENT 
IN ‘SIXTH SENSE’ 


DURHAM, N.C. (INS) — Duke 
University scientists probing the 
mysteries of the “sixth sense” and 
the human soul say that little 
children show great powers of 
telepathy, prophecy, and other 
forms of extra-sensory perception. 

Research workers led by Dr. J. 
B. Rhine, director of Duke 
parapsychology laboratories at 
Durham, report that the “un- 
sophisticated minds of children 
have proven valuable” in inquiries 
into the shadowy regions of the 
mind. 

Dr. Rhine and his co-workers 
say that self-conscious adults are 
less likely to score well on extra- 
sensory perception tests than the 
younger set. 

Dr. Rhine illustrates this find- 
ing with the case of a 3-year-old 
girl. He said that his research 
team found undeniable proof that 
the girl began making predictions 
at the early age “which usually 
came true within 24 hours. She 
was able to locate lost objects,

Day of Piecemeal Flood Control 
Must End, Says Dr. Hugh Bennett 


Efforts Should Begin Where ‘Rain Hits 
Earth, Not Halt Till Waters Flow Into 


Sea, He Asserts.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. 


HE recent midwestern floods have again shown with stark real- 
ity that the day of piecemeal flood control must end. Truly 
effective flood control must protect the millions of farmers on 
the land and in the small creek bottoms as well as our great cities 


and major river valleys. 

In those July floods we had 
graphic proof that no_ single 
method of flood control can do the 
whole, watershed-wide job. We 
saw how some of our best soils 
became so saturated with the 
rains of May and June that even 
the pastures could absorb little 
more when the final big rain 
came. Even so, the water-holding 


j capacity of the soil helped mod- 


erate the fects of the runoff. 


Likewise, we saw how down- 
stream levees, high enough to 
have withstood the largest previ- 
ous flood, were overtopped by 
this superflood of July. 


. We are confronted with one 
inescapable conclusion: our ef- 
forts to prevent and control 
flood damages, wherever they 
eccur, must begin where the 
rains first hit the earth and 
must not end until the flood 
water reaches the ocean. 


By observing this principle, 
we can at the same time provide 
protection to every part of the 
watershed, both downstream and 
upstream. We not only can bring 
the water under better control 
but we also can reduce the silt 
carried by flood waters. In many 
cases silt is more destructive to 
property than water itself. 

Most of this silt consists of 
eroded soil, washed out of up- 
stream farms and  overgrazed 
pastures. Great quantities of it 
are laid down on fertile bottom 
land. It destroys crops and, 
in case of frequent sandy de- 
posits, lowers the productivity of 
the land for generations to come. 

There was tremendous de- 
struction in the upper water- 
sheds during the midwestern 
streams, above those points where 
major flood control works have 
been recommended, the _ flood 
damage exceeded $100,000,000. 
Above the flooded valleys, the 
storm caused an estimated $110,- 
000,000 crop loss. 

It has been estimated that about 
75 per cent of the over-all flood 
damage in the country, year in 
and year out, occurs back along 
the lesser tributary streams above 
the bottom lands of the major 
channels. In the long run, how- 


ever, the greatest damage from 
these tremendous storms is the 
erosion that takes place on upland 
farms. Seldom do the costly 
effects of erosion on these upland 
slopes make the headlines. 


Decreased Productivity. 

Although it is questionable 
whether dollars and cents can ex- 
press the true value of the mil- 
lions of tons of irreplaceable top- 
soil lost, the decreased productiv- 
ity of these eroded upland farms 
is estimated at more than $200.-. 
000,000. 

These figures do not take into 
account other downstream dam- 
ages, such as deposition in river 
channels, reservoirs, wells and 
drainage ditches. What we have- 
read about flood damage has re-° 
lated largely to city property, - 
bridges and highways. This was 
terrible indeed. Still, much of. 
this damage can be repaired. , 

But we can do little to remove. 
the layers of infertile sand spread ~ 
deeply over thousands of acres of 
productive bottom lands. We can’t 
haul back into eroded fields the’ 
topsoil that has been carried into: 
the Gulf of Mexico. ‘ 

Experience has proved that we 
can come pretty close to control- 
ling floods on small tributary 
streams. With good conservation’ 
measures and upstream retarding: 
structures, the small streams will 
not overflow so destructively even 
when we get rains like those in 
the Midwest. But that part of the 
water which reaches the larger 
streams must: be controlled by 
dams, levees and other measures. 


Farmers Need Help. 

At present, the runoff from up- 
land farms in small watersheds 
has not been properly controlled 
because farmers cannot get all the 
technically trained help they 
want and need to do the soil and 
water conservation job adequate- 
ly on their own farms. Funds are 
not generally available for con- 
struction of small upstream dams 
and channel improvements. 

So, in the recent floods in Kan- 
sas, Missouri and neighboring 
states water went into the small 
streams much faster than it would 
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therefore has been increased. And 
the situation cries more clearly 
every day for a diplomatic solu- 
tion. Red China’s problem—and 
she knows it — is to pick the 
broken pieces of her false dragon 
face off the floor and try to put 
them back on straight. She knows 
the rest of the Orient will snicker 
at her, but there isn’t much else 
she can do, important as saving 
“face” is in her part of the 
world. 


The lull has given South Korea 
time to train more troops and 
do something to help her mil- 
lions of displaced refugees.

ing at his greening paddies, can’t 
help but pray to his household 
gods that the unofficial truce will 
go on for another two months 
or so. That'll give him time to 
harvest his rice, the crop his life 
depends on. 


Many Homes Gladdened. 
This strange half-armistice also 


has been a lifesaver for scores of 
thousands of weary American vet- 


erans who took the brunt of 
heavy fighting from the start. 
It has given the Army a chance 
to rotate them home and replace 
them with new troops. And for 
that reason alone many homes 
today hold a tremulous gladness. 
Only a year ago it was still 
really nip-and-tuck whether. the 
Stars and Stripes and the blue- 
and-white flag of the United Na- 
tions could stay in Korea.

For in many cases, the world upset being 
what it is, the cessation of American aid would 
mean collapse of feeble economies. The Com- 
munist orbit would enlarge automatically to in- 
clude the latest victims. 

The one protection under the Kem rider was 
that the National Security Council—the Presi- 
dent, Vice President and Secretaries of State 
and Defense and Chairman of the NSRB—could 
make exceptions which it regarded as necessary. 
This, however, was an involved and time-con- 
suming administrative procedure. 

The embarrassing experience of the last two 
months has taught Congress the lesson that not 
everything is simple, that not all issues are 
either black or white. Senators and Representa- 
tives who voted for the Kem rider before now 
see that the United States will not win waver- 
ing nations by driving them to the Communist 
side. All is relative, and it is possible to lose 
more than is gained by the application of a 
hard-and-fast rule. 

When the question came up this week the 
Senate declined to reaffirm its stand. It voted 
down the Kem proposal, 44 to 27, and then de- 
feated, 46 to 29, a motion to send the over-all 
legislation back to committee. As a result Con- 
gress has virtually completed action on a meas- 
ure which will restrict aid to Russian and satel- 
lite-trading nations but will not make the mis- 
take of ordering a mandatory bar regardless 
of the consequences. 

To their credit, 18 Republicans voted for a 
bill which the Administration can, in good faith 
apply. Only 16 G.O.P. Senators voted No, in- 
cluding Senators Kem and Dirksen. If, as the 
junior Senator from Illinois hinted, this is to 
become an issue in the 1952 presidential cam- 
paign, it is one on which the Republicans are 
now divided right down the middle. 
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An Old Trick 

It is a trick as old as it is brazen for organ- 
ized lawbreakers to swing around and attempt 
retaliation at the press which exposes their 
corruption of public office. Readers of the 
Post-Dispatch will remember how, in closing 
days of the 1948 campaign in Illinois, a grand 
jury at Peoria, under misguidance of a political 
emissary from Springfield, indicted our report- 
er, Theodore C. Link, after disclosures of wide- 
spread payoffs, shakedowns and kickbacks under 
the State Administration then in office. 

The latest resort to indictment of newspaper 
men is in Lake Charles, La., where embarrassed 
officials and admitted gamblers have hit back 
at five members of the staff of the American 
Press. Those indicted are: Thomas B. Shear- 
man, publisher; his son, William H. Shearman, 
co-publisher; Kenneth L. Dixon, managing edi- 
tor; James W. Norton, city editor; and Carter 
George, police and court reporter. 

Sheriff Henry A. Reid, one of the “outraged” 
officials, says that freedom of the press is not a 
license to defame individuals with false state- 
ments without responsibility for the statements 
made. The sheriff is right. But freedom of 
the press not only allows, but places an obliga- 
tion on newspapers to expose corruption of all 
kinds in public office. In such a test, the editor 
who has courage and is sure of his facts has 
nothing to fear in free America. 

All over the country, people are watching to 
see that justice is done in Lake Charles under 
the authority of the State of Louisiana. The 
interest of Senator Kefauver of Tennessee and

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Mississippi Votes on Hate 

The governorship campaign which former 
Gov.

As justification, the com- 
pany says next year it will be paying twice 
as much for natural gas as it is paying now; 
that labor costs have been rising steadily, and 
that taxes are likely to go up soon. Why has 
the FPC approved a new contract between 
Mississippi River Fuel and its supplier, United 
Gas Corp., which will double the price? Can 
such a drastic rise be justified? Have labor 
costs gone up enough to warrant the increase 
Mississippi River Fuel wants to charge Laclede? 
Should taxes be included in the rates when 
they do not exist but are merely a fear for the 
future in some one’s mind? We do not think so. 

Much more remains to be proved than has 
been so far shown if either the pending or the 
prospective increase is to be shown necessary. 
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Even After Death

Ickes ever saw; opposes Congressmen who want to override Su- 
of preme Court and give federal oil lands to three states and “private 
greed”; he calls their. propaganda campaign “a tissue of lies.”

A moral question is involved in the at- 
tempt that is once more being made to 
turn over to the oil interests, via the 
states, the immensely rich off-shore oil 
lands that the Supreme Court of the 
United States, on more than one occa- 
sion, has found never belonged to them. 

The states now affected, in the order of 
the cases that were decided against them, 
are California, Texas and Louisiana. These 
three states, concededly in entirely good 
faith, for many years 
assumed that they 
had title to the so- 
called tidelands in 
which enormous oil 
pools have been 
found, and they pro- 
ceeded to grant leas- 
es to explore for 
and capture oil, sub- 
ject to a royalty to 
be paid to the lessor. 

In total, royalties 
that have been paid 
have amounted to ) 
great — of —- . | wneq 
Part these ‘profits 
to the states have on oe 
been used for educational purposes and the 
rest has been expended for other state 
purposes. 

When I became Secretary of the Interior 
in 1933, I found that my predecessors had 
accepted the theory that title to these off- 
shore oil lands belonged to the states upon 
which they abutted. I accepted this policy 
without question. 

Applicants for oil leases in these off- 
shore areas, on the theory that title to 
them was in the Federal Government, had 
been pressing for federal leases in the 
belief, as a result of opinions rendered by 
their lawyers, that title in fact was in the 
Federal Government. Finally one appli- 
cant presented his case to me personally. 


Moral Issue Involved 


There was no question as to my duty 
to consider his case, which I did, with the 
result that doubt arose in my mind as to 
whether the decision originally made, and 
subsequently maintained by my predeces- 
sors, was a proper finding under the law.

The incredible Association of State At- 
torneys General, generously financed, it 
is believed, by the oil interests, has also 
thrown itself into this fight for this lofty 
reason. Moreover, Senator Tom Connally 


_ and others are all excited by the thought 


of federal ownership of off-shore oil lands 
because this would tend toward socialism. 

Texas and Louisiana and California may 
be given title to off-shore mineral oil 
lands to lease to private interests, but 
there apparently would be no danger of 
socialism in such cases. Socialism rears 
its ugly head only when the United States 
takes possession of property which be- 
longs to it and grants leases to explore 
for oil or other minerals. 


Picking Federal Pockets 


The argument for raping the tidelands 
for the advantage of the oil interests is 
based upon a tissue of lies—no other 
word is apt enough to describe the situa- 
tion. The fact is that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has frequently and publicly dis- 
claimed any idea of exercising any juris- 
diction over the inland waterways, to say 
nothing of claiming title to any of them. 

This is a matter of record 
explicit that Senator 
Wyoming, a short time ago, on the floor 
of the Senate felt called upon to try 
again to set the record straight, so far 
as inland waterways are concerned.

Through Semantic Smoke 


FROM WEALTH TO WELFARE, by Harry K. Girvets. 

(Stanford University Press, 323 pgs., 95.) 

A liberal is a person who defines him- 
self as a liberal: such is the terminological 
morass into which this term has fallen. 
Dr. Harry Girvetz, professor of phiosophy 
and sociology at the University of Cal- 
ifornia, attempts to restore precision to 
the word by analyzing the original mean- 
ing of liberalism and then discussing the 
content and meaning of modern liberalism. 


This is an excellent book for those who 
wish to penetrate the semantic smoke 
screens which obscure basic issues in the 
controversy over the so-called welfare 

state. Here is a pen-

Stronger Currents Running.

This is only a shade above the 
ratio of the whole Senate, 32, 
who are up for re-election, though 
it is a high percentage for only 
three of the 15 Senate commit- 
tees. 

But there seems to be more 
“electionitis” at work in the cur- 
rent atmosphere in the Senate. 
For these three committees, be- 
cause of their importance, em- 
brace a substantial proportion of 
veterans and experienced leaders 
who are cognizant of their re- 
sponsibility and are not easily 
moved by emotional upheavals 
among the electorate.

OUR FIRST CONTACT came when the late 
Luther Ely Smith told us that a young friend of 
his who farmed in Africa wanted to try out some 
multiflora rose fences,.and could we tell him where 

get seed or cuttings. Nothing was easier than 
that. We promptly got in touch with Hugh Steaven- 
son at his nursery at Elsberry and Hugh as 
promptly made the seed available. A letter or two 
went back and forth and we found that Barnaby, 
whose background is English and Canadian and 
American, had been stationed in St. Louis during 
the war and had made many friends here. After- 
ward he had gone pioneering out to this sparsely 
settled British commonwealth in Africa which has 
an area somewhat larger than that of Missouri and 
Kansas and a population of about 100,000 whites 
and 1,250,000 natives. 

Southern Rhodesia is a country still very much 
in the making. It has three towns of some size, a 
comparatively small mileage of motor roads and 
railroads, and temperature and rainfall not unlike 
those of the eastern United States. There is an 
exception, however: The winters are the dry season 
and all the precipitation comes during the warm 
half of the year which is from October until 


March. 
* * * 


BARNABY HOWARD'S farm lies at an elevation 
of 6000 feet, not far from the town of Umtali. 
It comprises some 2000 acres and its production 
includes livestock, grain and tobacco. The labor 
force of native workers, with their families, makes 
up a total farm population of about 200, with a 
village for each group of families. Two general 
stores furnish them and the natives from sur- 
rounding farms with needed supplies. Much of the 
work such as plowing is still done with oxen and 
cattle, although the farm also employs Ferguson 
tractors and a bulldozer for the heavy work of 
clearing and subsoiling. 

Rhodesia, like the United States, is suffering 
today from the kind of land exploitation which is 
rationalized by saying that it is necessary to build 
a strong and prosperous country. What this all 
too often means, Barnaby said, is that land is 
planted to such crops as tobacco until it is paid 
for and the owner has made a good profit. And 
then having been depleted of its fertility, is left 
to wash away. But the government has taken 
much interest in the work being done by our own 
Soil Conservation Service and other agricultural 
agencies, as well as those which deal with our 
other natural resources, and is making an all-out 
effort to check the damage before it is too late. 
Barnaby is himself a member of the National 
Resources Board which has more power ‘than any 
similar agency in America. It can, as a last resort, 
actually prevent the despoilation of land, forest 
or water resources by landowners or other private 
interests. i.

THE LAND which Barnaby farms is being im- 
proved by many conservation measures such as 
contouring, terracing and: subsoiling. Sprinkler 
irrigation is extensive. Soon he hopes to devote 
a larger portion of the enterprise to livestock and 
one of the steps toward this end will be to help 
the natives replace their scrub cattle with a better 
breed which can still serve the triple purpose 
of farm power, milk and beef. 

We drove out over the farm to inspect our own 
pasture seedings, cattle,Q@onds and water manage- 
ment projects and found our guest as interested 
in them as though he farmed right here in Mis- 
souri. One thing he wanted to see which we were 
unable to show him was a really bad example of 

erosion. The truth is, there aren’t many of 
these in Belleview Valley, and the few that there 
are seem to be hidden, right now, under the 
blanket of green growth induced by our unusually 
heavy summer rainfall. 
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AFTER LUNCHEON we drove out across High- 
way 32 in Barnaby’s small British car, a Morris 
Minor, and proved it could climb hills by going 
up to visit the Johnson Mountain fire tower. Even 
the cutover timber looked its best in this summer 
of high rainfall, and from the top of the tower 
we were able to show our guest the sweep of the 
forested countryside with the small farmsteads 
following the water courses. It was, all in all, a 
pleasant day, and when Barnaby left he said his 
next “farm” visit would be to the famous King 
Ranch in Texas—a trip which we certainly envy. 
Soon after that he will head home again to Rho-

‘Sinless City’ Is Living Down 


Zion, Il. Anniversary to Overlook 
Era When Movies, Doctors, High Heels 
and Silk Stockings Were Barred 


By Peter Wyden 


ION, ILL. (pop. 6500), is a 

town with a past. An ordi- 

nary-looking sort of settlement 
on Lake Michigan, midway be- 
tween.Chicago and Milwaukee, it 
will celebrate its fiftieth anniver- 
sary next weekend. There will 
be a pageant depicting its birth 
and its present placid suburban 
status, but the several decades in 
between will not be mentioned. 
They'll be skipped because Zion 

still busy living down its 
history. 


Until fairly recent times, many 
folks in Zion believed and taught 
their children that the earth was 
flat. It was unlawful for two or 
more citizens to congregate on 
the streets. Drug stores, doc- 
tors, dancing, bowling and card 
playing were barred. So were 
movies, popular music, oysters, 
pork, tan shoes, high heels, silk 
stockings, bobbed hair, short 
sleeves and, of course, liquor and 
smoking. 

Two censors once were sta- 
eg at one a a 

supp shaw ape 
the naked necks of sinful women 
visitors. Male tourists who were 
unacquainted with Zion’s ways 
and lit a cigarette were hauled 
to court and fined $10. Cursing 
and whistling were jail offenses. 
Workers were fired for chewing 
gum. And just a little over 20 
years ago a stranger was arrested 
for driving through town with his 
arm around his wife. 

It all began when John Alex- 
ander Dowie, a short, heavily 
bearded and revivalist, ar- 
rived in Chicago from his native 
Scotland. The World's Fair of 
1893 gave him his big chance. 
The multitudes who sinned along 
the Midway by gaping at the 
gyrations of such stars as “Little 
Egypt” evidently felt in urgent 
need of having their souls saved. 
So they flocked across the street 
to the large wooden tabernacle 
where Dowie packed them in for 
his “healings. 

There were so many sinners 
and their contributions were s0 
generous that Dowie was able to 
found his Christian Catholic 


Church, acquire 6 

lake shore land for $1,250,000 
and, on July 14, 1901, establish 
his “sinless city” of Zion. It soon 


even 1300 converts in Australia. 

Valiva owned Zion lock, stock 
and barre]. He ran the church. 
He edited its publications. He di- 
rected the education of the chil- 
dren. His name was emblazoned 
on the shops and factories that 
made Zion rich — the candy and 
baking plants, the lace, handker- 
chief and apron industries, the 
planing mill and, ultimately, the 
powerful radio station. 

“The use of intoxicating liquor, 
tobacco, profanity and vulgarity 
absolutely forbidden in this city 
under penalty,” said the bill- 
boards he ordered posted. It was 
Voliva who dyed Dowie’s “blue 
laws” just about solid black. 
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ATHING SUITS, according to 

his pronouncement, started at 

the chin and “flowed volumi- 
nously and uninterruptedly” down 
to the toes. Doctors were 
lawed because they were “poison- 
ers and sorcerers.” Healing was 
by faith alone. Instead of “hello,” 
the greeting of Zion was “Peace 
to Thee.” 

All of Voliva’s amazing regu- 
lations were. rigidly enforced by 
his own police, the Zion Guard. 
This force once numbered 800 
men in military uniforms with 
Bibles strapped to their belts and 
‘the dove of peace and the word 
“patience” as emblems on their 
caps. 

“The earth is like a pie pan 
with the North Pole in the cen- 
ter,” Voliva announced. “Why, if 
the world were round, the Aus- 
tralians, who are underneath us, 
according to all astronomers, 
would have to hook their feet to 
keep from falling off. There is 
no such thing as gravity.” 

During his heyday in the ’twen- 

ties, wearing a Prince Albert, a 
stiff standing collar, quilted cra- 
vat, stove-pipe trousers and 
square-toed Congress boots, Vo- 
liva took a trip around the world. 
Naturally, he traveled no farther 
than the edge of his pie-shaped 
earth so that he returned safely 
and was able to give reporters 
this “proof” of his. favorite 
theory: 
“If the earth were a globe, 
there would have 4o be eight 
inches’ curvature in the first mile 
from any given point, 32 inches’ 
curvature in two miles, 10% feet 
curvature in four miles.

prospered, Zion did as Voliva or- 
dered. ‘Since he was a Repub- 
lican, Hoover polled 3088 votes 
in 1928 to Al Smith’s 112. And 
as late as 1931, the town council 
passed an ordinance forbidding 
the Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
road to blow its train whistles in 
Zion. 
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N 1933, however, Zion’s indus- 

tries went into receivership by 

federal court order. “The eco- 
nomic depression has come to 
punish the world for its sins,” 
said Voliva. No longer could fol- 
lowers lease homes from him for 
1100 years. The next year his 
slate of candidates for the school 
board was defeated for the first 
time in Zion history. 

Voliva was furious. He ordered 
the schools closed, damned his 
opponents as “beer guzzlers and 
cigarette fiends” and threatened

his flock (“there will be a little 
circle and God will destroy the 
rest”) Voliva had to reset the end 
of the earth for Sept. 10, 1942. 


On top of this indignity, the 
Government demanded that he 
pay $86,892 in back income taxes. 


Voliva’s iron hand relaxed 
slowly. In January, 1935, for ex- 
ample, the showing of the first 
movie in Zion ended in a near- 
riot. It was a Will Rogers pit- 
ture, and somewhere in the back- 
ground one of the actors was 
clearly observed chewing tobacco. 
The children were hurried out 
of the theater by their vigilant 
elders and the show was stopped. 

By then the sinners were tak- 
ing over. In April, 1935, a plas- 
tering contractor named William 
M. Edwards became mayor, 
sweeping into office a whole slate 
of “People’s Party” candidates 
despite Voliva’s firm threat that 
his adversaries “will go to hell.” 
When the overseer’s 29-year dic- 
tatorship officially ended bands 
played in the streets of Zion and 
the rejoicing was great among 
the town’s more modern voters. 
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OLIVA remained head of 
V Zion’s industries under a re- 

organization scheme accepted 
by the courts, but soon he was 
forced into involuntary bank- 
rupicy. By now his fallibility was 
established even before his dwin- 
dling congregation, for no sooner 
had he announced from the pulpit 
that it would not rain for the rest 
of the year 1936 when it began 
pouring outside. It was Zion’s 
heaviest rainfali that year. 


In 1937, Zion still voted 948 to 
494 against movies and 913 to 548 
against bowling. By then Voliva 
was himself showing movies in 
the Zion gymnasium. He said he 
did no‘ object to them “if they 
are shown by a Christian man.” 
But the mayor ordered Voliva’s 
movie enterprise shut down any- 
way. 

It was not the only time Zion 
was embarrassed by its own

rules. Its courts once had to re- 
fund a $100 fine for drunken 
driving to a Kenosha citizen 
whose lawyer had discovered that 
the fine had been meted out on 
a Sunday. Holding court on Sun- 
day was against Zion law. 

Voliva died Oct. 11, 1942, at 
72 — his power and his money 
gone. He had failed to make good 
his prediction that he would live 
to 106, but he lived long enough 
to know that again the world had 
let him down. It did not vanish 
Sept. 10, 1942, as scheduled. 

Movies and cigar counters did 
not become legal in Zion until 
1946 and as late as three years 
ago a blue law barred Sunday 
“trade, labor and entertainment.” 
The mayor promptly threatened 
to stop Sunday newspaper and 
milk deliveries, and so in 1949 
Zion wiped its last blue law off 
the books. The first Sunday the 
movie theater opened its doors, 
some 400 sinners jammed the 
place to see “You Gotta Stay 
Happy.” 

Things are strangely staid in 
Zion nowadays. The girls are 
wearing slacks and the juke boxes 
blare the latest tunes. New York 
University owns an interest in 
most of Zion industries and they 
are thriving once again. Liquor is 
still illegal, but other churches 
have established congregations 
and the present mayor, Lee R. 
Fleming, is a Presbyterian. 

Yet you can hardly blame Zion 
for wanting to keep the peace by 
expurgating its colorful history 
for the forthcoming pageant. 

“All the churches in the city 
are co-operating in next week- 
end’s celebration,” says Mayor 
Fleming. “The old dissensions are 
ended.”

F you can’t have a baby of your own, Mrs. V., why don’t you 

borrow one? Like thousands of other wives in the United 

States and Canada, you can’t have any children of your own. 
You have been trying to find one that you and your husband 
can adopt—but there aren’t enough to go around. You have 
been on an agency waiting list for four years. If you wait a 
few more years, the agency will probably say, “you're too old, 
not to be allowed to adopt a baby!” 

Meanwhile, there are thousands of children waiting for 
homes, not by adoption but by “placement.” Many of them 
are not babies, but a little older. They need temporary 
homes—sometimes for several years—and you have a home to 
provide. Why don't you take one, or several, of these little 
ones?

OF COURSE, the adoption of a child to which you give 
your own name and which you bring up as your own, satisfies 
some deep-seated human feelings. No one questions that. But 
there are also difficulties occasionally, and the opportunity to 
provide a foster home for children who need one should also 
satisfy some of your deepest longings and give you a right, at 
the same time, to feel that you are performing a priceless 
service for the youngsters and for the community. 

There’s another angle that needn't be ignored. If you 
provide a foster home, you'll be paid for it, not merely in 
gratitude but in cash! It’s certainly not a money-making 
arrangement for the payment isn’t large enough, but it will 
cover what you are out of pocket for the child; so the experi- 
ence won't hurt your budget. 
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YOU AND MANY OTHER READERS of this column 
might investigate the possibilities of a foster home, Mrs. V.

Talk Turns 
To the Topic 
of Pickling

Few home picklers use the long 
method of salt-curing nowadays, 
but are content to soak them in 


rather 
than table salt. You may choose 
white vinegar which preserves the 
natural color, or you may use 
cider vinegar that has a flavor of 
its own. One of the best and 
easiest pickles to make it com- 
monly known as bread and butter. 
Recipes vary as to seasoning but 
the method of preparation is the 
same for: all. 

Bread and Butter Pickles. 

Twelve medium-sized cucum- 
bers, five medium-sized onions, 
one-half cup salt, two cups water, 
two cups vinegar, one and one- 
half cups sugar, one and one-half 
teaspoons mustard seed, one tea- 
spoon celery seed. 

Wash vegetables. Cut cucum- 
bers in one-half incl. slices with- 
out paring. Peel onions and cut 
in one-fourth inch slices. Place 
layers of sliced vegetables alter- 
nately in bowl with salt. Let 
stand three -hours. Drain and 
rinse well with cold water. Mix 
water, vinegar, sugar and mus- 
tard and celery seeds in large 
kettle, and bring to boiling, stir- 
ring until sugar is dissolved. Add 
drained cuctimbers and onions, 
and boil five minutes. Pour into 
hot sterilized jars and seal imme- 
diately. Yield: About three quarts. 

Gherkins. 

Two quarts small cucumbers 
(about one and one-half to two 
inches long), two quarts boiling 
water, two-thirds cup salt, two 
cups vinegar, one cup sugar, two 
teaspoons whole cloves, one three- 
inch stick cinnamon, broken in 
pieces; two teaspoons mustard 
seed, one teaspoon celery seed. 

Wash cucumbers. Dissolve salt 
in boiling water and cool. Add 
cucumbers and let stand 24 hours. 
Drain and rinse well with cold 
water thoroughly. Bring vinegar, 
sugar and spices to boiling, stir- 
ring until sugar is dissolved. Pack 
cucumbers in hot sterilized jars, 
pour hot sirup over them and seal 
immediately. Yield: About two 
quarts.

Led Throngs to Alaska

LASKA became a part of the 
A United Statés 84 years ago. 

Many persons Kept on calling 
it “Seward’s icebox.” 


Then came news that it con- 
tained something besides ice. 
Word spread that gold had been 
found there. 


The great Yukon river flews 
from points in.northwestern Can- 
ada into Alaska and westward 
until it empties into Bering sea. 
In its valley gold was found dur- 
ing the past century. 


A Canadian named Alexander 
Choquette seems to have been the 
first man to find gold in Alaska. 
He discovered a little while Rus- 
sia still owned the area, and was 
the leader of a small “rush” 
which took place a few years 
after Alaska was bought by the 
United States. 


Others later discovered further 
stores of gold. One of these .was 
a miner named Joseph Juneau. 

The biggest gold rush to Alaska 
strangely enough, 
after gold was discovered in a 
section of Canada.

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NATURALLY, the kitten or the 
child has no idea of his love for

little children, should be allowed 
to play with a kitten while an un- 
derstanding adult stands by ready 
to put his hand between the kits 
ten and the baby hand that wants 
to love him too hard.

ISOLATION only makes a bad 
matter worse here. It is usually 
the lonely child, one who sees 
children and animals rarely, who 
is so overcome at sight of them 
that his emotion overpowers him 
and he hurts them in its expres- 
sion. Try to have him in associa- 
tion with other children as much 
as possible, always under super- 
vision. If possibe, have him at- 
tend nursery school, or a morn- 
ing group conducted by a trained 
leader. Association with others 
affords him the experiences that 
develop right habits. 

This phase of a child’s develop- 
ment is a brief one, usually. A 
bit of care, supervision under cir- 
cumstances that may bring on 
trouble, encouragement in kind- 
ness and gentleness, soon change 
the conditions that cause the ex- 
pression. Handling woolly toys 
roughly should be checked, lest 
the child confuse the toy with the
